Claims 1 , 6, 1 4, 1 9, 32-34 and 38-40 for reasons made of record in Paper No. 4 
dated July 16, 2002 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
bySiegetal (Sieg) 3,903,251. 

Claims 1 -3, 5-1 1 , 1 4, 1 9, 32-35 and 43^4 for reasons made of record in Paper 
No. 4, dated, July 16, 2002 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Smith 4,394,133. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 11,19, 32-34, 38 and 43-33 for reasons made of record in Paper 
No. 4 dated July 16, 2002 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Mayerhoffer (Mayerhoffer) 3,860,262.
